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PASSENGERS KEPT LIFEBO 
FROM GOING TO SAVE OTHE 
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By Associated Press. .. 
GALVESTON, Tex., April 23.—Forty- 


seven passengers, all but one citizens of 
the United States, who arrived today 
from Vera Cruz on the steamer Texas, 
tell of torture and assassination of 
Americans in Mexico. All the refugees 
left their lands, homes, furniture and 
everything they possessed except enough 
money for passage and the clothes on 
their backs. Among the entire number 
there are only four or five trunks. 

M. H. Ish, one of the refugees, told 
of the murder of an American citizen 
named Walt. 

“Mr. Wait was a neighbor “to me,”’ 
said Ish. ‘‘He had sold several head 
of cattle and hidden the money. A band 
of desperadoes came to his hacienda 
and demanded money. Falling to get it, 
they deliberately beheaded him with 
their machettes, herded his cattle to- 
gether and drove them off. There are 
many instances just like this. 

Afraid to Stay Longer. 

“We lived in a little settlement 
where @ colony of 11 American fam- 
ilies had founded the town of San- 
bern. All of these 11 families left be- 
cause we were afraid to remain lon- 
ger, knowing we would all be killed 
or tortured, 

“T am 64 years old. I went to Mexico 
cne, year ago, put all I had, $1650, in 
land and improvements there and today 
I have only my two hands and the 
(lothes on my back. Before leaving 
we filed our claims for damages with 
the American consul in Mexico City.” 

John T. McGee, a wealthy planter 
who went to Mexico two years ago, 
returned to America minus more than 
1 $20,000 and left behind his live stock. 
McGee tells of alleged cruelties prac- 
ticed on an American woman now in 
the hospital at Mexico City. 

“The bandits visited the home of Mr. 
Shay, one of my neighbors, about a 
week before I left the settlement,’’ 
sald McGee, “‘and demanded money and 
guns. He gave them about $12 and one 
gun, saying that was ali he had on the 
place. 

“The band then left, but returned 
to Shay’s place and demanded more. 
money and arms. Being’ refused 
they took Mrs. Shay, tied her down 
and began beating her feet. 

“Mr. Shay and his son, to stop the 
tcerture, gave four guns and $800 in 
money to the desperadoes, who, after 
a final beating of the woman, left 
the place. Mrs. Shay was carried tc 
the hospital at Mexico City, where it 
was found that nearly every bone in 
her feet had been broken. 

Bandits Said to Be Everywhere. 

“What has been true of the Shay 
family has been likewise true of 
scores of other Americans and by 
staying there we took our lives ir 
our hands. The bandits are every- 
where. The Mexican government is 
not able to quiet them. 

“Many Americans believe the Ma- 
dero forces so dislike the Americans 
that they would rather permit the 
Drigandage than try to stop it, 
Whenever rurales are near, the ban- 
dits disperse, but there is rarely a 
shot fired.” 

Two men who rode horseback intv 
Vera Cruz after abandoning every- 
thing they owned tell of meeting 
four armed bandits in a narrow pass. 

“The only reason we are here,” 
said one of the men, “is because we 
were lucky enough to beat them to I'. 

“Everywhere you go, except right 
in the largest cities, you will see 
deserted farms, houses burned, and 
livestock stolen, and in many in- 
atances the decaying and headless 
bedies of their owners are left lying 
about.” 

Sanbern, the place where the ref- 
ugees say some of the alleged atro- 
cities occurred, is in the state of 
Vera Cruz, 18 miles northwest of 
Santa Lucretia. It is on the Vera 
Cruz and Isthmug railway across the 
Isthmus of Tehuantepec. « 


HIGH JUDGE UNDER FIRE 


After seeing 8-year-old Milton Schle- 
gel of 3830 Virginia avenue fall 50 feet 
quarry pond and drown, his 
brother, Emil, 11 years old, and their 
playmate, Clifford Kunse, 10, kept the 
drowning a secret for 21 hours because 
they feared being punished for playing 
‘“‘hookey.”’

Rainwater Forms Pond,

drowned is at 3800 South Main street 
Work recently was suspended there be- 
cause rains formed a pond in the quar- 
ry. The water is deep and its surface is 
SO) feet below the level of the street. 

Clifford Kunse, whose home is at 394! 
Louisiana avenue, stopped for the 
Schlegel boys on his way to the &roebel 
School after luncheon Monday. It was 
suggested that they play “‘hookey”’ and 
zo to the river. 

The boys stopped on the way to look 
into the deep quarry. They chased each 
other around the edge of the steep rock 
ledges, according to Elmer’s statement 
Tuesday. 

Milton slipped and fell headlong into 
the quarry. The other boys looked over 
the edge and saw him drown. 

The boys ran down Main street 
Half a block from the quarry they 
were stopped by Chris Diehl, of 3850 
South Main street, who asked them 
why they were excited. Elmer re-}{ 
plied that his little brother had be- 
come separated from them and was] 
lost. 

For nearly an hour Diehl] walked 
about with the boys looking for Mil- 
ton. Once he suggested that the boy 
may have fallen in the quarry, but 
Elmer and Clifford quickly said: “No. 
he’s just lost.” 

Search Instituted. 

After the boys started home Diehl or- 
ganized a party to continue the search. 
When they reached home Elmer and 
Clifford repeated their story that Milton 
was lost, but said ares about the 
quarry. 

Policemen were assigned to search 
for the boy and neighbors of the 
Schlegel family joined in the search.

Abolition of the bridge arbitrary 
charges within the 100-mile radius 
would mean a saving of $1,600,000 a year 
to consumers of soft coal in St. Louis, 
some coal dealers say. 

All the mines from which this coal 
is shipped to St. Louis are within the 


100-mile radius in which the Terminal] 
continues fo charge arbitrary rates. An 
average of 8,000,000 bushels of coal are 
Shiped into St. Louls from these mines 
in a year. 

‘ashe present difference between the 
rate on soft coal to East St. Louis and 
the rate to St. Louis is » cents a ton,”’ 
said Edward Devoy, former president of 
the Merchants’ Exchange and head of 4 
big St. Louis coal company. ‘‘Whether 
this is Terminal arbitrary I cannot say 
It does net appear as an arbitrary 
charge on the waybills, and the rail,

“The freight rate from the Illinois 
mines to East St. Louis varies from 32 
cents a ton to 47 cents a ton, according 
to the distance.

This difference is paid by the consumer.

“It is impossible to estimate in dol- 
lars and cents how much this city will 
be benefited by the removal of the coal 
arbitrary.

“For instance, the rate from Litchfield 
to East St. Louis, I believe, is 52 cents, 
whereas the rate from Litchfield to St. 
Louis is 72 cents. 

“Could there be a plainer case of dis- 
crimination? I think not. For years 
the business men of St. Louis have felt 
ghat the arbitrary was wrong and we 
have had the testimony of many rall- 
roads that it is not right. The com- 
mittee on which I served to bring about 
a peaceable settlement with the rail- 
roids failed as other such committees 
bave failed. This was due partly to 
apathy on the part of our own citi- 
voow, however, the situation has en- 
tirety changed. The highest court in 
the land has spoken on the subject and 
it has said the arbitrary must go.” 

Christian Bernet, president of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, says commer- 
cial St. Louis should be overjoyed. 

“It ought to mean an immense 
growth in the business of the city,’ 
Bernet told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“T have no Goubt but that the knock- 
ing out of the arbitrary will mean 
the coming to this city of many new 
fnctories and business enterprises. 
The restrictions of the Terminal were 
commonly supposed to be the only 
barrier against new and greatly 
increased business for &t. Louis. It 
will mean, I understand, much cheap- 
er coal, and that alone is a big item 
in considering the possibilities of a 
city.

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FRANKLIN’S TESTIMONY. 
WASHINGTON, April 22. 

T was admitted by Vice-Presi- 

dent Franklin of the White 

Star Line before the Senatorial 
Investigating Committee, that the 
line’s people knew for six hours 
that the Titanic had foundered but 
did not make the information pub- 
lic. It was held back because re- 
garded as unbelievable in the light 
of other statements and tite gener- 
al impression that the great vessel 
was unsinkable. 

Mr. Franklin, under oath, dented 
sending a message to Representa- 
tive Hughes of West Virginia giv- 
ing assurances that all on board 
the stricken ship were safe. 

It never entered the head of any 
White Star Line official during the 
first day of rumor and uncertainty 
that there had been any serious 
loss of life on the Titanic. The ship 
was é@ither supposed to be floating 
or in tow for HA&lifax. 

In the opinion of Mr. Franklin 
none of the White Star Line of- 
ficials are responsible in any way 
for the disaster on the Grand 
Banks. He believed there had been 
no carelessness or violation of Brit- 
ish regulations. 

No date or time had been fixed 
for the arrival of the Titanic in 
New York, according to Mr. Frank- 
lin. No reports of progress Were 
made or expected. 

Everything is secondary to safety 
in the handling of all White Star 
Line’s ships, Mr. Franklin weclared. 

BOXHALI/S TESTIMONY. 
CCORDING to Fourth Officer 
Boxhall, there was a fire drill 
and inspection an hour before the 
Titanic sailed from Southampton. 

The lifeboats were tested to carry 

65 persons each. The emergency,

or seat boats, could carry from 2% 
to 30, and the same number was the 
capacity of the coflapsible lifeboats. 
All efforts to demonstrate that the 
officers of the doomed ship were in- 
toxicated or were negligent of their 
duties on the night of the disaster 
failed. Mr. Boxhall declared that 
all were of temperate habits and 
@ttending to their usual duties 
when the ship struck. 

Two men were in the crow’s nest 
at the time of the accident. Just 
a little ice was deposited upon the 
lower deck as a result of the col- 
lision with a berg. Ice was not 
noticed elsewhere. The Titanic did 
not strike squarely bow-on, accord- 
ing to Boxhall. It was a glancing 
blow seemingly effective midway 
between the bow and the forward 
portion of the starboard side. 

The fatal iceberg appeared like a 
black object low in the water. It 
could not have extended higher 
than the ship’s rail, or 30 feet. 

After the collision Mr. Boxhall 
went to the steerage and carefully 
examined every deck on way back 
to the bridge. He reported to Capt. 
Smith that no indications of any 
internal damage could be found. 

Shortly afterward word came that 
water was filling the mail room. 
He hastened below and ascertained 
that the flood was within two feet 
of the deck. This clearly indicated 
that the ship was rapidly settling. 

Mr. Boxhall then began signaling 
with rockets and the Morse code 
to an unidentified ship some five 
miles away coming straight toward 
the Titanic. Several of those near 
the bridge thought replies were re- 
ceived. But he could detect none. 

No great anxiety was manifested 
to secure room in the lifeboats. He 
saw no effort to rush a lifeboat. 
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of the time.”’ 
The witness said the tests consisted 


of steaming in circles, and in perform- 
ing other evolutions, and in adjusting 
compasses. 

“Were there any trials for speed?’ he 
was asked.

Senator Smith suggested that the prox- 
imity of ice was indicated if a number 
of ways, such as the effect on the sky, 
the change in the temperature, the glint 
of sun or moonlight upon them. The 
witness said virtually the only way to 
discover the proximity of icebergs was 
to see them. Senator Smith sought to 
make the witness admit there were oth- 
er indications. 

“Then you are convinced there is no 
other way of telling?’ asked the Bena- 
tor. 

“There is no other way. Science may 
hold that there are numerous ways, but 
they have never been demonstrated."’ 


Senator Smith asked Pittman if he 
knew that temperature tests of the wa- 
ter were made every two hours on the 
Titanic's voyage from Southampton,

Boxhall Tells of Strange Ship. 

The committee had planned to recall 
to the witness stand today Fourth Of- 
ficer Boxhall of the Titanic, who re- 
vealed the startling fact yesterday that 
an unknown ship wae sighted about five 
miles from the Titanic long before she 
Went to the bottom. This Was the first 
time anything had been told of the ship 
which failed to catch the distress sig- 
nals and steamed away leaving the Ti- 
tanic to her fate. 

When the investigation was resumed 
today it was announced that Boxhal! 
was ill and could not be heard further 
at this time. H. J. Pittman, third of- 
ficer of the ship, then was called to the 
stand. 

J. Bruce Ismay, managing director of 
the White Star Line, may be recalled 
late today, but some of the members of 
the committee favor examining first the 
Titanie’s officers, C. H. Lightolier, sec- 
ond; H. J. Pitman, third, and H. G. 
Lowe, fifth officer. Thirty-seven wit- 
nesses from the International Mercan- 
tile Marine Co. and from the officers 
and crew of the Titanic are here waiting 
to testify, and many of the surviving 
passengers aleo are to be heard.

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FRENCH AND JEWS 
LED BY WOMEN 


Terrifying Creatures Were So 
Impatient They Prevented 
Killing of Whole Mission. 








4 TELEGRAPHERS HEROES 
Kept Sending Dispatches Until 
All but One Died—Govern- 
ment Criticised. 








By Associated Presg. 

PARIS, Apr: 23.—The massacre at 
Fez, in which a large number of French 
officers, soldiers and citizens were killed 
and wounded, has given rise to consid- 
erable criticism of the Government for 
not foreseeing and preventing it. It is 
pointed out that French troops occupied 
Fez more than a year ago. Premier 
Poincaire today ordered Eugene Reg- 
nault, the French Minister, to investi- 
gate the outbreak. 

Correspondence of French newspapers 
at Fez indicate the plot of the rebels in- 
cluded the massacre of the whole of the 
French mission, headed by M. Regnault, 
which recently arrived at the capital to 
establish the protectorate. 

This plan failed owing to the impa- 
tience of the Arabian women to begin 
the carnage. These creatures of terrify- 
ing appearance rushed about the streets 
and tortured the wounded and some- 
times helped the Moorish rebels in the 
final mutilation and desecration of the 
victims. 

In the Jewish quarter the mob mur- 
dered, pillaged and burned all the Jews 
they could find, throwing their bodies 
from the roofs. Many girls were car- 
ried off. The Jewish quarter was set 
on fire and three-fourths of it des- 
troyed, making more than a thousand 
persons homeless. 

ahe newspapers are comparing the te- 
‘egrapher’s devotion to_duty with that 
cf the wireless operators on the Ti- 
tanic. Although they possessed only 
one revolver between them, they kept 
the mob at bay a considerable time, 
killing 16 fanatics. All the time one or 
the other of them was sending dis- 
patches to headquarters at Tangier 
telling of the plight of the city. Final- 
ly, however, the Arabs tore a hole in 
the roof, into which they sent a mur- 
derous fire and flaming torches which 
set fire to the telegraph room. Three 
of the telegraphers fell dead and the 
fourth turned his revolver on himself. 
The shot missed and later he was able 
to escape.

MEN WERE READY TO QUIT 


They Are Now Ready to Let 
Matter Go Before an Arbitra- 
tion Board. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 23.—The offer of 
mediation from Charles P. Neill, United 
States Labor Commissioner, and Judge 
Martin A. Knapp of the United States 
Commerce Court, which was accepted by 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers last might just after they had de- 
clared for a strike, as the next move in 
their campaign for increased wages, 
came formally before the Conference 
Committee of Railway Managers today. 

That the eleventh-hour proffer of me- 
diation by officials of the United States 
Government will also be accepted by the 
railroads was the general belief this 
morning. 

Judge Knapp is expected here from 
Washington this afternoon. 

“Judge Knapp and I are only acting 
as mediators,’ said Commissioner Neill, 
“and if as such we obtain an acceptance 
of the proposition of arbitration, then 
it would be for the railroads and the 
engineers to select one arbitrator each, 
those two to select the third.” 

Engineers Delighted. 

The engineers appeared to ve delighted 
with the offer of mediation, declaring 
that their position with respect to in- 
creased wages was perfectly sound and 
if the question was put up for arbitra- 
tion they were bound to obtain some 
concessions. 

The demands for increased wages were 
made. by the engineers on 50 railroads 
east of Chicago and north of the Poto- 
mac River, and Grand Chief Stone said 
that a strike order would affect 54,000 
engine drivers. In turn the engineers’ 
strike would throw 200,000 firemen, train- 
men, conductors and other railroad em- 
ployes out of work. 

Managers to Meet. 

J. Cc. Stuart, chairman of the Con- 
ference Committee of Railroads, has 
called a meeting of the Conference Com- 
mittee for this morning to consider the 
mediation offer. 

F. A. Burgoss, assistant Grand Chief 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers, said today: 

“The engineers realize the responsi- 
bility resting upon them, and also be- 
cause they desire to retain their repu- 
tation for conservatism and to prevent 
annoyance and suffering 
lic, have accepted the offer of the me- 
diators, preferring to take every possi- 
ble opportunity to settle their grievances 
peacefully. We believe Judge Knapp 
will be able to bring about a genera] 
joint conference.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 23.—At a 
session of the Federation of Federa- 
tions, an organization of railway craft 
formed here yesterday, which lasted late 
into last night, officers were elected 
for the ensuing year.

Besides the election of officers, the 
Federation decided to send a message 
to President Taft, asking Federal inter- 
vention in the present strike of the car- 
men on the Harriman lines and the IIll- 
inois Central Railway. 

The letter warns the President that a 
strike of the 300,000 members of the Fed- 
eration will be called unless action is 
taken. 

The strike, if called, would affect 47 
railroads west and south of Chicago.

Following this protest, a committee of 
the Business Men’s League was ap- 
pointed to inquire into terminal facili- 
ties, which made its report early in 
September, 1903..

From time to time the Post-Dispatch 
published interviews with President Mc- 
Chesney of the Terminal Association, in 
all of which it appeared that the Termi- 
nal was ready to promise to do “all in 
its power’ to abolish the arbitrary, but 
that it disclaimed the power and author- 
ity to take any action, for the avowed 
reason that the matter was wholly in 
the hands of the managers and finan- 
ciers who controlled the trunk lines 
whose terminals alone were controlled 
by the St. Louis corporation. 

Finally, however, the pressure brought 
to bear by the Post-Dispatch and the 
committee of the Business Men’s League 
culminated in the publication of a let- 
ter from President McChesney of the 
Terminal Association to Elias Michael, 
chairman of the Business Men’s Com- 
mittee, assuring the committee,that “‘in 
response to the telegram sent to the ex- 
ecutive officers of the 14 lines in in- 
terest, I have received replies which 
warrant me in giving you assurance that 
the request made through your commit- 
tee will be grantéd and a St. Louis bill 
of lading issued covering traffic to and 
from the. city of St. Louls.”’ 

Commenting on this, Sept. 
the Post-Dispatch said: 

‘‘Manager McChesney’s letter to Chair- 
man Michael of the Business Men’s 
League Committee leaves no room for 
doubt of the intentions of the rail- 
roads. Mr. McChesney says that only 
the work of adjusting details remains 
to be done and for that purpose he will 
call the traffic associations together in 
St. Louis in the near future. * * ® 
The Post-Dispatch having persistently 
and vigorously fought this fight for the 
public interests, congratulates the busi- 
ness men upon this substantial victory 
for St. Louls.”’ 

The suggestions of the committee of 
the Business Men’s League having been 
incorporated in bills introduced in the 
Municipal! Assembly, the Post-Dispatch 
on Nov. 5, 1903, commenting upon a com- 
plaint which had been published by a 
director of the Terminal Association that 
the Council in amending the bills had 
not adhered to the bargain made by the 
Terminal “and the Business Men's

_Mtgue urged that the agreement should 
have great influence with the Municipal 
Assembly, because it embraced terms 
which met the wants of the shippers 
and offered conditions favorable to the 
expansion of St. Louis’ industry and 
commerce. 

The bills hung fire, owing, it was after- 
ward claimed, te offers of ‘“‘boodle,”’ and 
on Nov. 20 the Post-Dispatch urged their 
prompt passage to assure increased 
transportation facilities in time for the 
World's Fair. 

Dec. 4, 1903, the bills being still held 
up, the Post-Dispatch vigorously insist- 
ed upon prompt action, in view of the 
necessity for immediate work on the 
World's Fair transportation system. 

Dec. 19, the House of Delegates passed 
the bills, with two amendments re- 
garding rates, but too late for action 
for the Fair. 

Dec, 30, 1903, the bills having been 
delayed until it was impracticable to 
act upon them, the Post-Dispatch took 
the opportunity to again urge a com- 
mission. It said: 

“The situativun in which St. Louis now 
finds itself emphasizes the value of the 
suggestion made more than a year ago 
by the Post-Dispatch of the organiza- 
tion of a terminal commission to de- 
termine the terminal needs of St. Louis 
wnd formulate plans for supplying them. 
If this suggestion had been adopted 
ell of the interests of St. Louis might 
have been united in time upon reason- 
able terms, embodying the rights and 
requirements of the city. * * * The 
business men of St. Louis should go 
work now to organize and utilize the 
forces at their command. St. Louis 
must have freedom from discriminating 
tolls. St. Louis must have west side 
terminals. St. Louis must be on the 
railroad map. St. Louis must have 
sufficient freight and passenger facili- 
ties to handle all of its business. St. 
Louis must have cheap and abundant 
coal. In short, the city must be placed 
at least on an equality in the matter of 
ease and swiftness of freight delivery, 
convenience of passenger traffic, abun- 
dance of coal, rates and _ switching 
charges, with every other competing 
city.”’ 


Naming of Terminal Commission 
Follows Move For Free Bridge 


The next important step was taken 
March 1, 1905, in the organization of the 
Citizens’ Free Bridge and Terminal Im- 
provement Association. This organiza- 
tion set forth as its object, ‘‘the aboli- 
tion of the bridge arbitrary charges and 
the absorption of the same in all through 
freight rates.to and from St. Louis, Mo., 
and the acquisition and contro] by the 
city of St. Louis, or by the city and 
State jointly, of a free bridge across 
the Mississippi River at St. Louls.’’ 

March 2, 1905, the Post-Dispatch edi- 
torially indorsed the objects sought by 
the association and pointed out that it 
was composed of independent business 
men, having no entangling alliances and 
not exposed to doubtful influences. 

At this time the problem of the Manu- 
facturers’ Railroad was up before the 
City Council in the shape of a bill, of 
which President Hornsby said: ‘There 
is no protection for the city in the bill 
as it stands.’’ 

In this connéction the Post-Dispatch, 
on March 6, 1905, pointed to the folly 
of mending the terminal situation by 
piecemeal without a well defined plan, 
and added: 

“The terminal situation should be dealt 
with now on a large, wise plan, designed 
to break the monopoly, wipe out the ar- 
bitrary and supply adequate and conve- 
niently located west side terminals. A 
plan of this kind can only be devised 
after careful examination and considera- 
tion of the whole terminal problem. For 
this necessary work a terminal commis- 
sion, composed of capable men of known 
integrity and independence should be 
appointed. The commission should be 
supplied with sufficient means to do the 
work, and the members should be given 
adequate compensation for their serv- 
ices.’’ 


On Friday, March 11, 1905, an amended 
House bill was adopted in the Council 
authorizing the appointment of a “mu- 
nicipal bridge and terminal commission,” 
to investigate the free bridge project 
and termina] conditions. It was to con- 
sist of the Mayor, the President of the 
Board of Public Improvements and sev- 
en members in all. The Post-Dispatch, 
March 13, said: ‘This amended bill sup- 
plies the basis for an effective commis- 
sion—the only kind worth creating. The 
men selected should be men of capacity 
and integrity, free from all bias or in- 
fluence. They should command the con- 
fidence of citizens.”’ 

On March 98, 1906, the House having 
adopted the Council's further amend-

The 
Mayor, the president of the Board of 
Public Improvements, and seven prom- 
inent citizens constituted the member- 
ship of the commission. The sum of 
$40,000 in all was appropriated for its 
running expenses. 


It employed Albert T. Perkins, a rail- 
road expert, at $10,000 a year, as adviser. 
It made a thorough investigation, pub- 
lished several voluminous reports, sug- 
gested that the city purchase the Eads 
Bridge after the railroads have built 
another bridge across the river at the 
foot of Poplar street, claimed that its 
labors In reducing rates had saved the 
city $1,260,000 a year, a $240,000 saving 
on coal alone being shown; and that 
a through bill of lading, for all freight 
except coal, outside of a radius of 100 
miles, had been secured, thus “placing 
St. Louis on the map” to that extent 
[t planned for a vast system of under- 
ground freight terminals, to extend be- 
neath the wholesale district; for enlarge- 
ment of freight yards, construction of 
mammoth freight houses, and to extend 
the terminal facilities along the levee. 

Approving of the work of the Termi- 
nal Commission in so far as reduction 
of freight rates was concerned, the 
Post-Dispatch, on June 4, 196, pointed 
out that ‘“‘assuming that the reduction is 
~ per cent, St. Louis is still paying to 
t'e bridge and terminal combine, through 
admittedly unjust charges, the enormous 
sum of $1,250,000. The battle is only half 
over. * * *© There is yet another 
resource which has grown out of pub- 
licity and agitation and which depends 
solely upon the will of the people ex- 
pressed at the polls—the free bridge. If 
the free bridge bonds are voted in the 
approaching election, the people will 
have created out of their own resources 
and through their own powers the means 
by which the bridge tolls can be abol- 
ished and kept abolished. The question 
to be decided June 12, so far as the free 
bridge is concerned, is: Shall the Bridge 
Trust or the people of St. Louis tri- 
umph? Shall the Bridge Trust continue 
to plunder and oppress St. Louis, or 
shall the people of the city us@ their 
own resources to free their commerce 
from its grasp? 

Nov. 29, 19, as a culmination of the 
legal side of the Post-Dispatch’s cam- 
paign, United States District Attorney 
Dyer, at the instance of the Attorney- 
General and under the instructions of 
President Roosevelt, filed an injunction 
suit against the Terminal Railways As- 
sociation asking that the pool of the 
two bridges be declared void, that the 
i4 railroads in the combine be enjoined 
from voting stock of the Merchants 
Bridge Railway or the Wiggins Ferry 
Co. or of any of the railway companies 
in the Terminal Association; that all 
monopoly agreements be rendered void, 
and that the Terminal] Association for- 
feit the Merchants Bridge to the Gov- 
ernment. Testimony was taken in St. 
Louis during 1906, 1907 and 1908. The 
Federal Court of Appeals, before which 
the suit came, Was equally divided in

SUPREME COURT 6MASHES 
The vindication of the Post-Dispatch in its 25 
years’ fight to free St. Louis traffic from the 
Bridge and Termina: Trust is secondary to the 
sweeping victory for St. Louis in the decision of 
the United States Supreme Court. That decision 
wipes out all tolls on St. Louis traffic and all op- 
pressive monopoly conditions in the operation of 
the combined bridge and terminal properties of 
the St. Louis Terminal Railroad Association. 
Justice Lurton’s opinion, which was the unani- 
mous judgment of the court, sustained every point 
urged against the Bridge and Terminal combine 
by the Post-Dispatch. It denounced the associa- 
tion as a combination in restraint of trade and in 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust law. It sus- 
tained the view that the bridge arbitraries, now 
levied on traffic within the 100-mile area, are 
urjust discriminations against St. Louis. It con- 
firmed the charge that a monopoly existed and 
that its power was used to prevent independent 
railways from entering St. Louis over their own 
bi.uges or terminals, and to compel all railways 
entering St. Louis to conform to the terms of the 
monopoly agreement among the 14 proprietary 
lines. The association is condemned as a monop- 
oly controlling all the entrances to St. Louis and 
using its monopoly power to levy unjust charges 
on St. Louis traffic. 


q 


Under the decree of the court, the association 
is compelled to reorganize within 90 days in con- 
formity with the court’s orders or suffer dissso- 
lution into its component corporations. These 
orders require: 

‘‘The abolition of any special or so-called ar- 
bitrary charges for the use of the terminal facil- 
ities in respect to traffic originating within the 
so-called 100-mile area, that is not equally and 
in like manner applied in respect of all other 
traffic originating outside of that area.’’ 

In short, all tolls must be eliminated. 

All existing railroads shall be permitted to 
joint ownership and control of the combined ter- 
minal properties, on an equality with respect to 
benefits and burdens, with the present proprie- 
tary companies. 

All railroads, whether electing to be joint 
2wners or not, shall be placed upon an equal plane 
with respect to expenses and charges as that oc- 
cupied by the proprietary companies. 

The agreement between the Terminal Company 
and the proprietary companies which restricts any 
proprietary company to the use of the facilities 
of the Terminal company is forbidden. 

The billing of traffic to East St. Louis and 
then rebilling it to ite destination in St, Louis 
or beyond, is forbidden. St. Louis bills of lading 
must be given on all St. Louis traffic. 

Disagreements between companies applying for 
joint ownership or the use of terminal facilities, 
and the Terminal or proprietary companies, are 
to be submitted to the district court, subject to 
review by appeal. 

All rates to be charged by the Terminal com- 
pany, or the mode of billing traffic, or the estab- 
tablishment of joint through rates or routes over 
its lines, are to be under the supervision and 
jurisdiction of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. 

The penalty for failing to reorganize in ac- 
cordance with these orders is the disjointing of 
the association into its original parts. In the 
event that the Terminal combine shall refuse to 
submit to the court's decree in every particular, 
the association will be dissolved, and the Wig- 
gins Ferry Co. and all the bridge and terminal 
companies of which the monopoly is composed 
will be made independent of each other: They 
will be forbidden to exercise any control over 
each other. 


The effect of the decision is to offer the St. 
Louis railroads the advantage of union termin- 
als, with the proviso that the disadvantages of 
a bridge and terminal monopoly shall not be 
imposed upon St. Louis. St. Louis traffic 
must be freed from monopoly oppression ana 
monopoly tribute, or be given the benefit of 
competition between independent bridges, 
terminals and ferries. 


The decision does not attack combination or co- 
operation. But it does forbid the misuse of the 
raonopoly power of combination or co-operation. 
It is another signal proof of the value of the 
Sherman anti-trust law as interpreted by the 
highest tribunal. It demonstrates that there is 
a remedy in the law for monopoly abuses. 

The Post-Dispatch, in its long struggle to re- 
lieve St. Louis of bridge tolls and Terminal dis- 


We have conceded their advantages. We have 
freely offered to support measures to supply the 
best facilities for the Terminal Association, on 
condition that it did justice to St. Louis and freed 
the city’s traffic from burdensome special charges. 
We assume that the railroads in the bridge and 
terminal combine will in good faith bow to the 
decree of the Supreme Court. We assume that 
they will eliminate all of the unfair monopoly 
conditions in their co-operativé agreement. The 
opportunity now presents itself for the establish- 
ing of relations between St. Louis and the rail- 
roads that will be mutually advantageous. 

On the basis of Justice Lurton’s decision, the 
railroads and the city can co-operate freely and 
fully to the greatest possible benefit of both. 


The Post-Dispatch feels special gratification 
over this great victory for the commercial free- 
dom of St. Louis, because ft is the culmination of

against monopoly oppression. We exposed the

preme Court, which failed with the extraordinary 
opinion of the Court that the terminal companies 
were not railways in the legal sense of the term. 

The Post-Dispatch sought relief from the Fed- 
eral Government, and appealed to Mr. Taft, then 
Secretary of War. Mr. Taft sustained the view 
that the Bridge and Terminal Association was a 
combination in restraint of trade and in violation 
of the anti-trust law. 

In 1905, in co-operation with the Manufactur- 
ers’ Association and with the aid of ex-Attorney- 
General Crow, the Post-Dispatch appealed to 
President Roosevelt to order the prosecution of 
the combine under the anti-trust law. Mr. Roose- 
velt responded by instructing the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to bring suit through the District Attorney 
in this city. The result of that suit is the present 
sweeping decision. 


In fighting the monopoly abuses of the Bridge 
and Terminal combine, the Post-Dispatch has 
opposed measures which appeared to be bene- 
ficial. Our opposition was based upon the 
conviction that it was necessary to bring the |

realizing sense of injustice and of the damage 
inflicted upon St. Louis by burdensome dis- 
criminations and hampering conditions. 

In the beginning, the Post-Dispatch practically 
stood alone in the battle against the Terminal 
monopoly. We were compelled to fight powerful 
influences within the city, which supported the 
exactions of the terminal combine. Many lead- 
ing citizens confused the issue and blinded the 
people by justifying the Terminal’s tolls and 
condemning the Post-Dispatch. 

In opposing the loop franchise, the Post-Dis 
patch was compelled to oppose the great influence 
of the World’s Fair directorate. But the fight 
led directly, under the Post-Dispatch’s leader- 
ship, to the surrender of the railroads and the 
abolition—through the Municipal Terminal Com- 
mission the creation of which the Post-Dispatch 
suggested—of all tolls outside of the 100-mile zone. 
For the first time since the building of the Eads 


former Attorney-General Crow in the State Su-| 
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Bridge, St. Louis obtained a bill of lading and 
west side deliveries. The city was put on the 
railroad map. 

Through the work of the Post-Dispatch the 
free bridge movement was organized and carried 
to success so far as the present dilatory tactics 
of the Municipal Assembly has permitted. 
From the fight on the Rankin tract grant came 
the movement of the Business Men’s League, 
with the approval of the railroads, to abolish the 
arbitraries. . 

Justice Lurton’s decision crowns the work with 
success. We hope and believe it will end all 
warfare between the railroads and the city of 
St. Louis. 3 

But the fight was worth the winning. It relieves 
St. Louis traffic of heavy burdens. It frees St. 
Louis from conditions which have restricted trade, 
checked industry, and hampered the city’s growth. 
The value of the victory will be incalculable in 
the expansion of commerce and the building up 
of the industrial interests upon which the future 
of St. Louis depends.

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AT THE AQUARIUM, 
From the Kansas City Journal. 

The biggest fish at the Aquarium, and 
also, among the fishes, the biggest eater, 
is a jewfish that arrived here from Key 
West, La., Oct, 17, 1911. This fish is 
five feet in length and weighs 250 
pounds. He has a big, bulky body 
and a big head, which would measure 
ebout 15 inches across at the base of 
the jaws. Its big mouth opens wide and 
deep; it could take in the bottom of a 
water bucket. 

This big fish could easily take codfish 
weighing four or five pounds apiece 
whole, but they dont feed it that way. 
They give it for food codfish and her- 
ring, the herring whole, but the codfish 
cut up In strips weighing about a pound 
ond a half each. Of codfish and herring 
together this big fish eats about 10 
pounds daily, 70 pounds a week. 

Of all the dwellers in the Aquarium 
there is but one that eats more, that 
being the sea lion, which takes 20 
pounds of food daily; but the sea lion 
is eight feet long and weighs 600 
pounds.

The cost of killing a soldier in battle 
is going to be appreciably increased 
by the rise in the market price of lead.

MUSICIANS AND 
PICTURE SHOWS AT 
WAR OVER WAGES 


Those Familiar With Situation 
Say It Portends General Strike 
About May 1. 





DEMANDS CALLED JOKE 


Owen Miller Declares Union 
Wants Small Increase; Other 
Side Terms It 25 Per Cent. 





Inability of the Musician’s Union and 
a recently organized association of the 
managers of picture shows and similar 
repular-price amusement places to get 
together on a wage scale is said by 
those familiar with the situation to 
portend a general strike of union musi- 
clans in St. Louis about May 1. Each 
side gives a different version of the 
matter. 

The picture show managers says the 
union is trying to compel a 25 per cent 
increase in the weekly pay of each per- 
former and a 50 per cent increase in the 
weekly pay of conductors while en- 
forcing regulations as to the minimum 
number of performers each place may 
employ that will increase the size of all 
orchestras from one to four men. 

Owen Miiler, secretary of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians, denies the 
unions are trying to regulate the size of 
the orchestras, He says all the unions 
are demanding is a minimum wage scale 
of $20 a week, with $1 extra for each 
additional performance. 

Players are getting $16 to $20 a week 
and conductors from $20 to $25, the 
managers say, while a new scale sub- 
mitted by the union calls for an ad- 
vance to $30 for players and to $45 for 
conductoreg. 

Daniel Fishell of the Princess Theater 
Says the increase demanded would en- 
large his salary list from $4004 to $11,700. 
William Sievers of the Grand Central 
Theater, Sixth and Market streets, said 
the demands of the union appeared to 
him as a huge joke. W. J. Flynn of 
the Crawford circuit of 16 houses called 
the demands of the unions impossible.
